Many are the adv reſulting from chooſing a mercantile repre- 
ſentative, to a town of ſuch extended trade and commerce. The acts 
concerning navigation, trade, and mercantile concerns, along with thoſe 
relative to the collection of the revenue arifing from theſe branches, are 
very numerous; they require practical mercantile knowledge, to fee 
„ how far they will affe& and perhaps injure 


with the leaſt inconvenience or diſtreſs to trade, the fair trader, and 
the community at large. Your mercantile repreſentative has no legal 


excuſe for non attendance in parliament ; there is no ſuperior power 


or duty which has a claim on his perſonal ſervices, in preference to 
thoſe owing to his conſtituents ; nor is it likely he will viſit either the 
Eaſt, or Weſt Ingies.
